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SCOTT ACT CONVENTION. 

Xlt Decides to Submit tbe Act at Once. 

A coDveDtionofteniTCrance men favoring 
submission of the Scott Act to the elec¬ 
tors of the county, was held as per announce¬ 
ment, in the Town Hall, on Saturday last. 
Owing, doubtless, to the inclemency of the 
weather, a h^vy down-pour of rain contin¬ 
uing nearly tBi'oughout the whole day, the 
attendance was small, there not being more 
than fifty or sixty persons present. The 
meeting was, hoHier, very enthusiastic, 
the maiority presenV expressing themselves 
as anxious for the fray. The cnair was oc¬ 
cupied by Rev. M. L. Pearaon, pastor of the 
Eastern Methodist Church, Napanee. Presi¬ 
dent of the Scott Act Association, and 
Dr- Meacham, of Odessa, Was the secretiry. 

The Chairman, in his opening remarks, 
stated the object of the meeting, and urged 
prompt action in the circulation of the pe¬ 
titions, He thought it beet not to be 
hasty in bringing on the election. 
Hastings was about to organize. The 
temperance people of Frontenac had com- 
menced^work, a meeting having already 
been held there, and another was called in 
the city of Kingston for some time next 
wefk; also thatrthe people of Hastings were 
merely waiting for us to take the initial 
step. As for Prince Eduiaril county, its 
petitions have been deposited with the i.ov-

The trials at ga 
Algiers were made in a calm sea, with od 
bright moonlight, at a fixed hour of tho he 
night, when the officers and men of the th 
squadron were on tho lookout. Tho for- Bi 
pileur. nevertheless, was not descried sti 
until within a distance of three-fifths of a 
mile ; and as the boat and squadron were 
approacliing each other, about one min¬ 
ute after the former was , seen she was 
within sixteen feet of the admiral’s 
vessel. No fact could more strikingly 
show how like a thunder-bolt the perfect 
torpedo vessel of the future will liurl 
itself upon its gigantic adversary, trusting 
to its speed, and to the ipinuteuuss of the 
target it furnisliea, for protection against 
his ciiniion.

torpedo vessel of the future will hurl 
itself upon its gigantic adversary, trusting 
toils speed, and to tho minuteness of the 
target it furnislies, for protection agaliist 
his cannon. 

Experiments made at Touloon this 
.summer in a liigh wind and rough sea 
showed that the boats in', arivbly hit ^e 
target with their torpedoes, in spite of 
the disturbance produced by the rush of 
speed. Above all, ■ since tho torpedo 
system is based on tlie attack of a bh ck- 
ading fciuadron not by a single boat, but 
by a swarm of ,boats,'the cbaiices of 
destroying several costly iron clads with 
.these comparatively cheap assailants are 
multiplied. 

What special counter-agencies have 
been provided to meet 'diis danger ? 
P'lrst, it is believed that tho electric li'ght 
will prevent these enemies from stealing 
swiftly up without diacovery. Unques¬ 
tionably this light will bo an aid ; but the 
.boats would come in from all directions, 
and tho light would help the assailants a.s 
well as theas-sailed, especially as a flotilla 
might include gun-boats firing heavy pro¬ 
jectiles at a well-illuminated target. In 
the second place, a UKj^ein armored 
squadron has its own lurpedu lannchcs 
and its despatch-boats for scoutiiigT^ 
Still, these smaller craft would ruiv'^onia 
risk of being mistaken for the enemy, 
and of attacking each other. Tho mam 
source of defence, however, is the su.spen- 
sion of a steel netting several yards dis¬ 
tant from the side ot tho vessel. While 
the use of these hanging screens is un¬ 
deniable, it is obvious that they must 
greatly reduce the speed of the vessel 
and inteifcro with its handling. Even 
for protecting vessels at anchor they are 
cumbeisomo to carry. 

■One English writer is s) impressed 
by tho ruin which a licet of torpedo 
vessels could produd^ that lie pro]>oses 
changes in construction* f.jr iron-clads, 
sacrificing speed to fighting power, and 
then having a faster squadron to accom¬ 
pany these Blqjver ones. H is vessel would 
bo “ a short and broad and strong-bowed' 
ship, with a tumble-home side, and of 
Jeep draught; a cellular ship both above 
and below a submerged armor-plated 
deck, placed five feet below tho water 
line, the bow and stem only being cased 
in armor ; a recessed side of^httll,^Bhelv- 
ing downward from the water iinel*^his 
recess to be protected by a stout fixed 
net-work extending fifteen > feet down¬ 
ward to arrest the blow of the torjelo.

“ increased cellular protection with cork 
fillings” can be afforded to that part 
of the ship. The novel feature of design 
in this device, which we have described 
in the phraseology of its proposer, ‘ is 
the projecting side at the water line, to 
admit of a recess below, thus affording a 
water cushion to minimize tho effect of a 
torpedo explosion.”

TI\'3 poor women who .are the only ex- 
ainplo.i of the sex generally'v isible, are on 
tho vdiole inferior to tho men in good 
looks. I'or 0110 thing their dress is the 
most unbecoming ji msiblo. A large shaw l 
generally woollen and very often dingy, 
covers them almost from head to foot, 
concealing every possiblojcharm of figure 
under the long shapeless wrap, which is 
never put on coquottishly, as in France 
or drawn over tho elbows, but allowed to 
hang in a straight line, tho arms conceal¬ 
ed under it—tho hands only appearing 
now and then to huddle it about the neck. 
The feet are covered with white stockings 
(almost invariably clean) and shoes with¬ 
out any heels, in which it must lea work 
of extreme difficulty to shuflle about ; and 
last, and worst of all, there seems to be a 
popular prejudice against combing tho 
hair, which is generally abundant, and al¬ 
ways uncovered, but which hangs about 
t'heir brows in elf locks—a wild exagger¬ 
ation of the fringe of modern fashion. 
This is all tho greater misfortune that the 
hair itself is often beautiful, and that its

Qoitdjreoehtly it iias b.ewi^ to be utfliz^ 
m a small way for fu'eh but it has pre^- 
viously been considered a worthless 
material and only a sonree of expense in 
carting it off to dumping grounds whore it 
was bum^., 

Expenq^en^ to utilize bagasse in paper 
making lUve beei) considered for a long 
iimo, bui itiia not dntil very lately a Nei| 
Orleans man—Mr. Harang—has made the 
claim of practically solving the problem. 
A lot of bagasse was shipped td a paper 
mill in Car^a and 5.000 pounds of pa¬ 
per made. It was rather more brittle 
and darker than most newspaper but 
was, nevertheless serviceable jiaper ma¬ 
terial. Whether its production will pay 
is another question. Paper stock of all 
kinds, rags, wood pulp, jute butts, were 
never so low as now and the cost of pa 
per making has been reduced by this 
course to such low .figures that we have 


be 


ceased to buy foreign paper, but instead 
export largely. 

Ground wood pulp can doubtless 
made cheaper than bagasse paper ma¬ 
terial, but enthusiasts believe there is a 
field for it.,. At least it would seem 
though bagasse might be profitably used 
in the manufacture of tuba, barrels, 
dishes and such articles. An effort is 
being made to raise a woi king capital of 
8100,000 with which to erect a first-class 
pulp and paper mill. 

The effort is a commendable one. It is 
possible that it mayiesult in a new 
dustry for tho South of bke nature as the 
cotton-soed oil manufacture. It is only a 
few years ago that thousands of tons of 
cotton seed were dumped .into rivers to 
get it out of the way. The discovery of 
a process of obtaining oil from the cotton 
seed has built up an immense industry, 
which is to-day the leading manufactur¬ 
ing business of New Orleans.

In thtee month* they 
will be fit for use. ^ 

ViNBOAB FOK ViEoiNiA PioKiB.—One 
pound each of gingea, celery seeds, horse¬ 
radish and mustard seed ; one ounce each 
of-maoe, nutmeg and of the long red {mp- 
pors us^ in pickling. Put these spices 
into a stone jar or pot free from grease or 
anything that will impart an unpleasant 
Cider to the vinegar ; pour over them two 
gallons of strong vinegar ; stir frequently, 
and allow to stand a yeir without using. 
After pouring off the vinegar for the pic¬ 
kles add mure spices, and fill again for 
future use. Keep well covered. A su¬ 
perior pickle that repays time and ex¬ 
pense of preparation, and will keep any 
length of time. 

PicKLBii Lemons. —Cut tho lemons in 
quarters, not entirely apart, and put u 
teaspoonful of suit in each one ; put them 
where they will dry, either in the hot sun 
or by the stove ; when they are so dried 
that they are black, and look good for 
nothing, prepare the vinegar with cloves, 
cinnamon, nutmeg, ginger root, onion 
and a little muitard seed, and jiour it 
boiling hot over tlio lemons. Keep a year 
before using, when they will bo found 
equal to the West India lime. They re¬ 
quire more vinegar than other pickles, as 
the lemon swells to its natural size. 

Leisube Houb Pickles. —Take a jar 
with a dose lid or bung, and half fill it 
with the best and strongest cider vinegar ; 
then vegetables of all kind that come to 
hand, such as small beans, cauliflowers, 
radBh pods, young cucumbers, onions, 

&c. ; throw them in taking care always 
tliat there is aufiicient vinegar to cover 
them. 'When nearly full add mustard 
seeds, bruised ginger, shallots, whole 
poper, &8 , to taste. ’Tie down tightly, 
and place I he jar in a vessel of water over 
the stove until the articles ar# soft 
enough. 

Pk'kled Cucumbebs. —The best cucum¬ 
bers for pickling are not larger than a 
man's thumb, and should be fresh gath¬ 
ered. Put young cucumbers in a jar and 
cover them with a brine made one part 
salt to four of boiling water, pour hot over 
the cucumbers, cover and let stand for 
twenty-four hours, and to every six cu¬ 
cumbers put one small white onion in the 
hot brine ; when you take the cucumbets 
from the brine wash them in cold water 
and vinegar, half and half ; wijie dry in 
a soft towel and put them back in the jar; 
make a pickle of—to every quart of vine¬ 
gar, two ounces of brown sugar, two sticks 
of cinnamon, two pieces of mace, six 
cloves, two teaspoonsful of allspice, one 
of whole black popper, one long pod of 
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self good. A pair of ehocs next went on, 
an unsuccessful se.'xrch for ashoo-buttoner 
ending in tlie use of a hair-pi:i, and tlie 
vision at 5:5o was complete as to her 
foundation.

A Siaircd 1 ree. 

Ill t’”o E.ist, tho greatest veneration is 
paid to the Indian /''irn.i rHiijicea, the sa¬ 
cred aiii’i co.isecratcd lig-trco i r’j)ee])U!- 
tree, I f kiiowli dgc and wiidoiii. thilioy 
Bo-treo of tho lamas of Tiiibet. It is met 
with in most countries of South-eastern 
Asia; but the.descriptions of it in botani¬ 
cal hail l-boyks are coufused an 1 misload- 
inu'. It is handr/jrae tree, growing fre- 
iiutntly to ,,ieat height, an evtirgreon, 
which puts' ° h its flowers in April, and 
the bark yields freely upon incision an 
acrid milk containing a considerable pro¬ 
portion of India-lubber. According to 
Balfour, “tho leaves arc heart-.-ihapcd, 
long, pointed, and not unliko those of 
some poplars; and as the footstalk.a are 
long aud slender, the loaves vibrate in the 
air like those of an aspen. It was under 
this tree that Gautama slept, and dreamed 
that his bed was the vast earth, and the 
Himalaya Mountains his pillyw, while his 
left arm reached to tho Eastern Ocean, 
his right to the Western Ocean, and his 
feet to tho great South Seas.” (Ikilfour’s 
Cijdopivdii, of India.) This dream warned 
him that he was about to become a Bud¬ 
dha; and when its prophecy was fulfilled, 
he was again seated beneath ihe iaine 
tree. - 

In tho year 250 b.c. a branch of this 
sacred tree was sent to the ancient city 
of Amuradhapoora, in the inturior of Cey¬ 
lon, together with tho collar-tiono of Gau¬ 
tama, and his btwging-dish with other rel¬ 
ics. Hero it wa^planted, and was known 
by the name of the Bo-troo Tho highest 
reverence was paid to it for two thousand 
years, and itjs to this day the chief ob¬ 
ject of woHwmp to the pilgrims who every 
year flock to the ruins of this city. These 
ruins are of vast extent, and abound in 
intricate and magnificent carvings. “An 
iuclosuro of three hundred and lorty-five 
feet in length, and two hundred and six¬ 
teen in breadth, surrounds the court of 
the Bo-tree, designated by Buddhists the 
great, famous, and triumphant fig-tree " 
It is declared to be tho same tree sprung 
from the branch sent by Asoka from Bud 
dh-gya, and the amazing vigour and 
longevity of these trues make tho asser- 
ti in within tho limits of tho possible. 
“The city is in ruins,’’ says Ferguson; 
“its groat dagobas (sanctuaries containing 
relics) have fallen into decay; its monas¬ 
teries have disappeared; but the great 
Bo-tree still flourisbes, according’to the 
legend: ‘Evergreen, never growing, or 
decreasing, but living on for ever for the 
delight and worship of mankind.’ There 
is probably no older idol in tho world, 
certainly none more venerated.”

The applieatioiM of electricity are con¬

r 'n which we live has been adopted 
the lighting up of-a battlefield sttM 
nightfall to clear it of the wounded, Ih 
order that they may be more readily and 
speedily succ< red than can be the case 
with the ordinary meth'jds of search. Last 
year experiments were made with success 
at Vienna by Dr. Beron Mundy, and this 
year following the example at Vienna, ex¬ 
periments have been made at Aldershot. 
The National Society for aid to the Bick 
and Wounded in War provided the funds, 
ttid on the 24th July Dr. Baron ^Jlundy 
himself with Surgeon H. B. O. Cross, A. 
M. D., and a largo party of army medical 
experts made the experiments at Aider- 
shot. A movable steam engine was drawn 
by a pair of horses to a position on the 
brow of Cambridge Hill, about a hun¬ 
dred yards in fron^of it was placed a stand 
on which were the dynamo, the lamp, and 
the apparatus for burning the light, con¬ 
nected by a cable with the engine in the 
rear. A battle had been supposed to have 
taken pla.'o whilst daylight lasted, and 
the wouiidod were scattered on the slopes 
and ill the valley. These men the bearer 
coluiu'i w ith the aid of the electric light 
were to find, dressAeir wounds and take 
them into the collewing station in the val¬ 
ley. The electric apparatus did not work 
so smoothly as was desirable, the light 
being very iutermiftent (this defect can 
no doubt bo remedied by other lamps or 
carbons). , When the light was on, the 
searcheis could not possibly have missed 
a wounded man ly:ng in the white light; 
there was abundance ef light for dressing 
wounds. The whole ot the imaginary, 
battlefield was searched in sections, the 
light being turned on to the next station 
as scon as the one immediately proceeding 
it was cleared of .he wounded. The ex¬ 
periments proved the success of the prin¬ 
ciple, but many details will require to be 
perfected before it can be considered 
absolutely successful. The next step that 
we may expect to hoar of is the continu¬ 
ance ot a-battle after nightfall by the il¬ 
lumination from the electric light. These 
experiments show that there is still fur¬ 
ther scope for the electrical engineer.— 
Journal of Commerce.

M. Dussi accordingly wrote the 
letter, but, as none of- tho baud could 
read, he proposed that a strong narcotic 
should ho mixed with the wine, and that 
a sum of $500 and a free pardon should 
bo promised to tlie messenger if he assisted 
liim to escape. The plan was carried out. 
When tho wine arrived iho brigands 
eagerly partook of it, and were soon 
stupefied by tho elfects of tho narcotic 
it contained. M. Dus.'-d and his guide 
wore thus enabled to get away and to 
reach the nearest village occupied by tho 
g( ndarmes. The brigands were then 
easily taken prisoners by the troops un¬ 
der the command of General Muhemet 
Pacha, Tho member of tho band who 
contributed to M. Dua^i's escape has re- 
teived the $500 promised to him, and will 
cot be in any way molested by tho au- 
norities .—Eiifilith Paper.

When the skin is 
rough and harsh, and does not move easily 
to tho touch, tho horse is a heavy eater, 
and digestion is bad. Never buy a horse 
Whoso breathing organs are at all imp,air- 
cd. Place your ear at the side of the 
heart, and if a wheezing sound is heard 
it is an indication of trouble .—Rural Re¬ 
cord. 


The Architecture of Mouth American 
Indians. 

There is considerable variety in the 
shape and appearance of tho houses made 
by South American Indians, even of the 
same tribe. In this village there were 
three different designs. First there was 
the open-sided shed which appeared to be 
us^d in common by the whole village foi 
cooking purposes ; then there were three 
rectangular building with roofs sloping 
neatly to the ground and sides made of 
split palm-leaves woven in and out be¬ 
tween small poles, which were occupied 
by tho larger portion of the villagers ; and 
last of all was a largo, round affair with a 
comical roof of palm thatch, and with 
plaited sides, which was occupied for 
sleeping purposes, but, singularly enough 
solely by tho men. These last four houses 
were provided with narrow entrances, but 
were uulightod in any other way. Their 
floors were of ^lother earth, trampled 
smooth and hard by many naked feet, and 
their roofs inside were »hiiiy black from 
tho soot and smoke wieh had accumulated 
there.-«>^rung wherever space could be 
found wo^Stho small cotton hammocks of 
the Indians, and beneath each during the 
night burned a little fire to warm the nak¬ 
ed body of the sloeMr. In tho rafters 
overhead, stretched from pole to pole, 
were the long straight bows and shiny 
yellow arrows of tho warriors, and may be 
among tho lot the deadly blow-pipe, or 
hanging from a peg, tho paddle-shaped 
war club used by these people. Various 
earthernware utensils lay around, and the 
ingenious basket-work matapi#, er cassava 
sorainer, was never absent.

A BCRGLABIOGS ASSASSIN. 

He Fulls out a Revolver and Shoots a 
Would-Be Capturer. 

Considerable excitement was caused at 
Brockville on Sunday last by the report that 
a nup had been shotat Bellamy’s Station,nine 
mH^.,Tom Brockville on the Canada Pacific 
Railway. The following are the facta of the 
case During Friday and Saturday burglar¬ 
ies have been perpetrated in the village of

This firm, as usual, at cousiderable ex¬ 
pense and labor, made a moat magnificent 
display throughout their entire establish¬ 
ment. The wifidowa were elegantly dress¬ 
ed ; the inside of the main store was car¬ 
peted and the long stretch of room was 
canopied by lace curtains. The right counter 
contained an elaborate display of silks and 
satins most ‘ tastefully arranged ; the left 
counter was weighed down with tweeda, 
coatings, gents’furnishings, etc., while the 
rear counters contained ladies’ haberdashery, 
fancy goods and a variety of articles which 
space will not permit of mentioning. The 
exuuisite blendirg of rich draperies, beauti¬ 
ful flowers and bright colored ribbons render¬ 
ed the millinery show room, which is locat¬ 
ed in the rear of the main store, the centre 
of attraction.

Many soHiers of comparatively superior 
intelligence have served for twenty or 
thirty yi<trs without promotion in the 
ranks with black Soudan negroes. Be¬ 
douins and Berbers of all colors and 
shades, in addition to tho so-called re¬ 
gular army there is tho black body guard 
of the Sultan, composed of Herculean 
negro slaves, and some sort of militia, 
called to service in case of war.

We 
breed and train him with special reference 
to speed, making him remiza thousands 
and tens of thousands of dollars for his 
owner'^ or we' tueed draft horses, large 
and poweHplbut neither of these com¬ 
pares ihitsiihpdrtanct) With theformhona, 
and if the latter is'bred os carefully with 
reference to those qualities most valuable 
to the former, we may os surely accom¬ 
plish the results desired in the form horse 
as in the racer or draft horse. The foot 
that, the United States has 11,000,000 
hotsos shows that this branch of husbadfl- 
ry is of national importance, and that 
special attention should be given to in¬ 
creasing ttae commercial value os well os 
the efficiency of the horse. 

The welfare of the farmer requires a 
horse equally adapted to the farm and road. 
He wants a horse of rnoro strength and 
better qualities than the average of those 
he now has. The p,;rfcct hor»o for tho 
farm and roa<l is one possessing those coin- 
bini/d ijualuits, which render him valuable 
for whatever duty he is required to per¬ 
form, whether in the field or on the load ; 
and this horse is the one that is docile, of 
good tempir, quick and easily managed, 
with steady nerve added to strength and 
endurance. Good-natured, docile animals 
are always the best workers ; the fractious 
horse worries more under restraint c.r 
guidance, is more liable to be abused by 
his driver, and Consequently cannot thrive 
as well. . 

Let tho farmers got sound, good-bkod- 
ed colts and then make them, by training, 
just what they want them to be ; for no 
animal is more susceptible to teaching 
than the horse, and none more ready to 
respond to kindness by willing obedient 
service. 'The colt is net naturally ill-tciu- 
pored, and if it becomes so blame is due 
to some ono who has handled it. 

Rapid walking increases greatly the 
value of farm hoi 8 es,and thisislargjly the 
result of training. So long have our farm¬ 
ers been negligent and careless in the cul¬ 
tivation of thoto qualities they most need 
in the horse for farm and road, that they 
must be educated up to their own best in¬ 
terests before we shall attain excellence in 
this direction. This will soon be accom¬ 
plished when our agricultural societies and 
journals and Farmers’ Institutas, take up 
the subject in earnest and persistently. 
In Massachusetts and a few other' .States 
an example has been set, which it iWould 
be well if all the States would imitate. It 
is confidently predicted that the Noiman- 
Percheron, already a favorite in the West 
for farm and road, will prove equally so in 
New England, combining, as it does, de¬ 
sirable size, stamina, and all the better 
qualities of temper and action.

The notion that girls aro too delicate 
to bo uf-eful is limited to a comparatively 
sii' iil part of the glebe. Ttir.nigiiout 
Asia, Africa, and in large portions even 
of Europe and America, there prevails an 
old belief that they aro born to labor. In 
Tuikcstan and on tlio Tartar sti-ppiii, the 
Kirghese sultanas and iheir daughters, 
and princoiscs in wlioso veins flow the 
blood of long lines of kings, still milk the 
cows and goats, and pertorm the menial 
ollicos of the household, as the Sanscrit 
maidens did six thousand years ago in the 
same localities. They cook, take care of 
the younger children, make garments, 
cure the skins of the wild fowl, with the 
feathers on, for caps, spin cotton, weave 
clotli, and tan leather by means of sour 
milk. In this dokctablo region the 
mother wears rich attire, while the 
daughter goes in humbler weeds, like 
Cinderella. If there is a piano, the 
mother plays on it in the front room of 
the tent, while the daughter brews the 
koumiss, stews the mutton, and broils 
the camel chops in the back kitchen. 
This is l ho benighted condition of patri¬ 
archal people who adhere to a nearly 
obsolete theory of filial duty. Similar 
ideas prevail throughout India, China, 
and among the native tribes of Siberia, 
who have been driven northward by 
aggressive neighbors. The Tungusian 
girl gathers the snow, melts it, makes the 
tea and the fish soup, sews, and, being 
skillful in archery, helps to keep the 
larder supplied with game. The Yakut 
and Samovede maidens, and all who 
dwell along the Arctic ocean, help in sum¬ 
mer to lay up winter supplies, and in 
winter to perform all necessary domestic 
duties. The Abyssinian girl grinds corn 
in the simple mills in use in that sountry., 
The Kaffir girl weaves baskets and draws 
water. The girls in the other part of the 
dark continent pulverixo the grain, weave 
mats, make earthen vessels, and aro the 
hatter.i of their tribe. The theories of 
the tribes and nations of Asia and Africa 
aro shared by the Indians of North and 
South America, who compel the young 
girls to learn the duties and hardships of 
life at an early atre.

Tho trees along 
the highways aro to bathe property of the 
owners of tho land, but they must not be 
removed without permission from tho 
authorities.

Swallows and Cholera. 

It has been stated again and again tliat 
swallows desert a district infected with 
cholera. The cholera correspondent of 
the Times says that “ it is certain 
that there are none just now in Mar¬ 
seilles.” Biologists appear tohavelfither- 
to regarded the statement as a popular 
fancy, but I think it worthy of better 
treatment. The idea tliat the bird has a 
mysterious instinct by which it divines 
the evil and avoids it is, of cour.--e, ab¬ 
surd; but there may bo other very good 
and practical reasons, from a swallow’s 
point of view, for leaving anj-piacu whore 
t'ho virus abounds. We'knoiv that swal 
lows feed chiefly on gnats, and also that 
Dy far the longest period of gnat life is 
sp( nt in the water. Tho gnat is a winged 
air-wandering creature only during the 
last brief breeding state of its existence. 
During all its growing life i* it an aquatic 
animal: the egg floats on the surface of 
the Water; the pupa is a twisting, jerking, 
join''ed, worm-like creature, living and 
feeding in tho water, though breathing 
air through a tube, which it thrusts above 
the surface; the big headed, wriggling, 
tufted larva lives in a like manner, and 
elaborates within it tho winged creature 
that merely merges to perform p.arontal 
duties in air and die. As cholera is pro -1 
pagated by polluted water, there is no- 
thing unreasonable in supposing that such • 
pollution is inimical to gnat life, and if so, 
the disappearance of the swallows is at 
once explained. They naturally desert 
the place from which their food supples 
^0 cut oflf .—The Oentleman’s Magazine ,, ^

Wwh and scrape, boil until tender, 
out into quartorfl of convenient length, 
end epver with vinegar. It is the best 
Way to prepare carrots for tho table. 

Milk Toast, —A good way to dispose 
of dry bread is to make it into milk 
toast. It is very popular with^ the work¬ 
ing men and children, and often solves 
the prob^m that diBturbs the cook when 
she is thinking what is to he got for sup- 
per. Toast the bread a -short time be¬ 
fore it is wanted. Set a half pan of milk 
on the stove and let it get scalding hot. 
Put in a little salt, spioad tho toasted 
slices With butter and put them into the 
hot milk, and in a very few minutes re¬ 
move to tho table. If the ti.ast is put in 
tiX) soon, tho bread will fall in pieces and 
is not so nice to servo. There should be 
plenty of milk for tho amount of bread. 

Bbead PuDfDiifq.—A i>udding may be 
made of the small pieces of bread, if tho 
family taste does not rebel. Tho bread 
should bo broken fine, covered with milk, 
and set on tho stove where it is not too 
hot, until it beoo.'nos soft. Remove and 
stir in a tablespoonful of sugar, one of 
butter, a small teaspoonful of salt, also a 
pinch of cinnamon, or allspice, and, if 
liked, a half teacup of chopped raisins, or 
dried Mv pbtriios. When cool enough, 
fctir in a egg, well beaten, and bake an 
hour in a moderate oven. To be eaten 
with cream and sugar, or pudding sauce, 
as peeferred. T knew a lady who kept all 
the br-..ktn pieces of liread in a bag, that 
WHS hii.'ig where they would dry and not 
uiold, and she had the material for a 
jiudding iilw!i;y.s at hand., Tho price of 
Hour and cost of living w’ould determine 
whether such economies would jiay.

before. England has been thought very 
sloW in her recognition of the public and 
professional claims of women, and with 
justice, but in these, as in other matters, 
the English have a plodding persistency 
which accomplishes great things in the 
long stretch. Tho agitation for the ex¬ 
tension of suffrage to woman first be¬ 
gan in Great Britain in connection with 
the discussion of the reform bill of 1867. 
Municipal suffrage was granted in 1869, 
and in 1870 the act was passed conferring 
on women householders the pow er to vote 
at school board elections and qualifying^ th 
them to sit as members of school boards, 
a qualifioatiou that has been availed of by 
increasinglylargenumbers. Parliamentary 
aufi'rage still remains to be vvoilged for. 
and it comes up anew in each successive 
session. Meanwhilen^ ihs Isle of Man, 
which has its iiidepondent Legislature, 
has given women all the voting powers 
that mrn enjoy, and the experiment is 
considered to have iirovcd in a high d' - 
gree satisfactory. 

Mora important than the ’ suffrage, as 
many readers will think, are the eduoa- 
ticn.il movements, and those looking to 
tho onlartringof professional and industrial 
opportunities. Dense crusts of prejudice 
had to ba broken through before these 
could make headway, but they have now 
acquired an impetus that nothing is likely 
to check. At the conservative universities 
of Cambridge and Oxford, as well as at 
the University of London, young women 
can enji.iy every educational advantage 
that young men are offered, and win sub¬ 
stantially tho same honors. In the medical 
profession such names as Dr. Elizabeth 
Blackwell, Dr. Elizabeth Garrett Ander- 
json, and Dr. Fr.vnces Elizabeth Uoggan, 
are among its distinguished oinaments, 
and a complete medical training, which 
for many years su English woman co-aid 
! obtain only by going to i'aris or Germany, 
is now open to her at London. In the 
other European countries progress out of 
tho modiicval condition, or rather that 
worse than niodiioval condition of women 
which the revolutionary era created by 
dostrciying chivalry before intellectual 
quickk'ningliacl begun, is only in its-birlh 
stages. It is by studying the unhappy lot 
of wniiicn in France, Germany, Spain 
and lluEsia that one comes to a vivid 
I realization of their relatively high position 
jin Eiiolaad and America.

This is 
the first commitment to the Refuge from 
this county.
